The Page was not long in doing his 
duty, but quickly retarned; for Maifiere 
continually earncli-and ſollicitous to bc 
acquainted with the -Intrigues and Ad- 
ventures both of Night and Day , went 
from one Apartment to another, to hear 
News, and atter it again when he had 
done.
